packaged consumer product(^hat^ comprises a bottle or 


ir and a moulHed pTastic sheath (therefor^ said sheath 
being closed at the top, open at the bottom, possessing 
a means for releasably holding the bottle or jar, and 
having cutaway sections in opposite sides that enable 
the bottle or jar to be grasped between finger and 
thumtX and pulled from the sheath. 

A packaged consumer product according to claim 1, 
characterised in that the out^r--su-2^f'ace-"0•f— t^el^ni^ 
plastic sheathQias a hxgher coefficient of f ri^cti^ 
than^he buter surface of tKe~Bortftre~ oV"jar contained 
thereiri. \ 


A packaged consumer product according to claim 1 or 
claim 2, charactfeij-ised in that the moulded plastic 
sheath is closely fitted to the bottle or jar and holds 
it firmly by friction^ interactions between the 
outside surface of the battle or jar. and the inside 
surface of the sheath. 


A packaged consumer product according to any preceding 
clairi, comprising an internal projection protruding 
from the inside surface of the moulded plastic sheath 
and dontacting the bottle or jar in a manner that aids 
the detention of the bottle or jar within the sheath. 


A packaged cons\imer product according to claim 4, 
comprising two opposed projections, that protrude 
downwards from the top inside surface of the moulded 
plastilc sheath and closely follow the sides of a cap

A packageos^ consumer product according to any preceding 
claim, characterised in that the moulded plastic sheath 
is of asymmet\ic shape when viewed from at least one 
side . 

A packaged consum"^ product according to any preceding 
claim, characterise^^ in that the moulded plastic sheath 
extends to the full Jv^pngth of the associated bottle or 
jar . 

A packaged consumer produVt according to any preceding 
claim, characterised in tha^ the cutaway sections in 
opposite sides of the sheath\extend to the bottom of 
the sheath. 

A packaaed consumer product substantially as 
represented in Figures 4 to 7 . 


A method! for the protection from physical damage of a 
bottle orl jar, characterised in that said method 
comprises! surrounding the bottle or jar by a moulded 
plastic sheath " therefor that is closed at the top,' open 
at the boQtom, possesses^ a means f or^releasably holding 
the bottleVor jar, and possesse"^ cutaway sections in 
opposite sAdes that enable the bottle' or jar to be 
grasped between finger and thumb and pulled from the 
sheath. 
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A method of mamif acture of a packaged cons\iiner product 
according to any cxf claims 1 to 8, comprising suitably- 
orientating the botVle/jar and the pre-foirmed sheath 
relative to each othek* and then inserting the 
5 bottle/ jar into the sh'^th through the opening at the 

bottom of the sheath, untiil the bottle/jar and the 
sheath are releasably engaaed. 
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
